On pages 2 and 3, filed 7/21/06, Applicant essentially argues that the Taylor reference does not teach deleting files using a script in an 
installation process as suggested on page 6 of the Office action mailed 5/22/06, since Taylor teaches a de-installation process. However, 
the essential component from the cited passage (Taylor column 10 lines 52-53) teaches using a script to delete files. All further limitations 
are provided by the Harding reference. Therefore, Applicant's argument is not convincing. 

On page 3, Applicant essentially argues that the Harding reference does not disclose detaching programs not selected for installation 
since the there would be nothing to delete as suggested by Harding column 6 lines 61-64. However, Harding column 12 lines 58-61 and 
previously cited column 14 lines 27-32 discloses that there are additional language modules, and that "non-selected compressed 
language modules" are deleted. Applicant's assertion does not particularly address the previous citation of column 14 lines 27-32. 
Therefore, Applicant's argument is not convincing. 

Further arguments are based on previously addressed arguments, above. 
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
